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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-4 are in the case. 

2. Claims 1-4 are drawn to the nonstatutory "use" format. 

Claims 1-2 are considered compositions containing formula I while claims 3-4 are 
considered method of using formula I. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-2, drawn to composition of formula I. 

Group II, claims 3-4, drawn to method of using formula I. If this group is elected a 
further election of a single disclosed disorder wherein angiogenesis was promoted and an 
election of a single disclosed compound effective for the elected disorder. 

The inventions listed as Groups do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
35 USC 121 or PCT Rule 13.1 because: 

PCT Rule 13.1 states that the international application shall relate to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement 
of unity of invention"). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states that the unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be fulfilled 
only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of the 
same or corresponding special technical features. 
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Annex B, Part 1(a), indicates that the application should relate to only one invention, of 
if there is more than one invention, inclusion is permitted if they are so slinked to form a single 
general inventive concept. 

Annex B Part 1(b), indicates that "special technical features" means those technical 
features that as a whole define a contribution over the prior art. 

Annex B Part 1(c), further defines independent and dependent claims. Unity of invention 
only is concerned in relation to independent claims. Dependent claims are defined as a claim 
that contains all the features of another claim and is in the same category as the other claim. 
The category of a claim refers to the classification of claims according to subject matter e.g. 
product, process, use, apparatus, means, etc. 

Annex B Part 1(e), indicates that the permissible combinations of different categories of 
claims. Part l(e)I, states that inclusion of an independent claim for a given product, an 
independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
independent claim for a use of the said product is permissible. 

Group I and group II are unrelated. Please note that group I is drawn to pharmaceutical 
composition which depends on the active ingredients, the effective dosage and carrier. While 
group II includes multiple independent and distinct processes of treating. Please note that to 
"promote" includes initiates, that is in a location wherein no angiogenesis existed to initiate 
angiogenesis; enhances, that is normal angiogenesis needs to be increased; regenerates, that is 
normal angiogenesis has been blocked/damaged and regeneration must take place. Therefore, 
there is no technical feature as recited above between the two groups. The search for novelty 
and unobviousness of group I would not be required by search for group II. Separate 
examination must be conducted. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 
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(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
